Toronto Students Instructed to Drop 

Playing Real Politics. | 
| After a brief and tumultuous exist- 
ence, the Conservative and the Lib- 
, eral parties of the University College 
Literary and Scientific Society appear 
to be on the point of dissolution. 
, Hereafter the undergraduates are on- 
\ ly to discuss national politics in an 
| academic and non-partisan way. The 
| experiment of making the chief stu- 
dent organization of the University 
of Toronto a school for statesmen, 
like the Oxford Union, where Asquith 
and Balfour were trained for after- | 
life, is soon to be abandoned. Poli- 
tics among the  practical-minded 
young men who make the student 
body o& a Canadian university have 
become too practical to suit the taste 
of a state university, and pressure is 
brought to bear to abolish partyism, 
The Oxford Union idea has not work- 
ed out in Toronto in the way that it 
was anticipated. The “Lit.” is ap- 
parently destined to become a debat- 
| ing society, pure and simple, without 
party organization. The story of na- 
tional politics in the “Lit.” throws 
some interesting sidelights on Cana« 
dian national character. 

Up to seven or eight years ago the 
society was much more than a debat- 
ing society. It was the representa- 
tive body of students. It controlled 
the undergraduate newspaper, the 
undergraduate dinner, the undergrad- 
uate dance. Through it the students 
made requests to the university auth- ' 
orities. As a result of the import- 
ance of the Lit. as a business body 
little attention was paid to national 
| Politics, the issues at the elections 
| being purely local to the student 
| body, such as ‘Who is to pay for the 
| damage on Hallowe'en?” Every 

spring the rivalry between “Old 
Lits.”’ and ‘‘Unionists"’ reached an in- 
| tensity incomprehensible to the out- 
sider, 
{| Bight years ago the first 
change came in the Lit. It was made 
more like a house of parliament. 
The old Lits. and the Unionists 
; Sat facing each other across the floor 
of the house, as government and op- 
position.

Arctic Ducks and Geese. 

Concerning certain features of 
Eskimo life along the north coast of 
Alaska, the account written by Vilh- 
jalmur Stefansson says: “In the 
spring and summer ducks and geese, 
especially the former, are an import- 
ant item of diet, They are pursued 
in kayaks when molting and killed 
with clubs, and large numbers of 
them are also secured by _ bolas 
throwing, for the migration route of 
the ducks along the coast is so defi- 
nitely known that a man can stand 
in one place all day ana rely on it 
that three out of every four flocks 
will fly within throwing distance. So 
thickly do the birds come that now- 
adays a competent man with a shot- 
gun has been known to secure as 
many as 600 ducks in a day.”

_ Work on the first Mormon Temple 
on British soil is now well under 
way in the Mormon centre for Can- 
ada, Cardston, Alberta. The struc- 
ture will be of granite from the 
Rocky Mountains of British Colum- 
bia. Machinery valued at $10,000 
has been installed on the temple 
ground and cutting will be done there 
as fast as the rough material can be 
delivered.

Simple Fire Extinguisher. 

E> haustive tests have been carried 
out by the National Fire Prevention 
Association as to the most efficient 
means of extinguishing fires occur- 
ring in dip tanks containing paint or | 
other inflammable liquids. Hitherto 
sand has been almost universally 
considered to be the best extinguish- 
er, but these tests have proved con- 
clusively that for this purpose saw- 
dust is vastly superior. Where sand 
merely makes a hole in the fire, after- 
wards sinkin.; to the 
tank and allowing the flames to vlose 
up again, sawdust spreads over the 
surface of the liquid and, although 
it may itself/smoulder, smothers the 
original flames. The formula adopt- 
ed is one bushel of sawdust 
with ten pounds of commercial car- 
bonate of soda, The experiments 
were conducted with hardwood and 


softwood sawdust, and both were 
found equally good. — Industrial
